Neeision of Ohie Court Would Abolisxh
Many Legnl Delayu,

There |y cause for gratlfieation In
the unqualified approbafion by many
able attornoys and editors of standing
In Ohio of the recent deecision of the
Clreuis Court of Huamilton county, the
effect of which Is to cheek the ten-
dency toward technicnlities in the ad-
minlstration of Justice. A former
presldent of the Ohlo State Bar Aszso.
eiption goes 8o far as to assert that
the finding should ba preserved in
bronze, because It anticipates by o
half-century the evolution of judielnl
procedurs, which will bring with it
that [deal administration of the law
whera justice ghall be done, even I
errors havoe/ to ho ignored.

In this case in point the city’ of
Clnelnnntl was sued for damages. It
appears that the jury found for tha
plalntiff strictly upon the evidence,
though it ollowed him even Jess than
the facts wnrranted, The solicitor for
the gity appealed from the verdict,
becnse of purely technleal or formal
error. of trinl, which dld not go' to
the Jfustles of the case, In denying
tha writ of error the Cireult Court
luys down ‘ag o prineiple of law the
following mpropositlon: AWhen uncon=-
tradicted evidenco shows labllity for
whatever damnages tesulted, and also
that  the  pleinddit suffered  greater
dimages than were allowed him, er-
rors of law In the charge Lo the jury
or. in  the ndmission or rejectlon ot
eyldence at the (rial Dbecome imma-
terial,

In short, technical mistakes n ihe
conduct of a pase of this character will
not be permitled to obstruct the iflow
of justice, en

among enginesrs as to the ndvantrzo
of the turbloes for more moderite
gpecd, particulerly. whera ecconomy in
eoal consunption” must be consldered.
The Britlshs Adnilealty now (Instails
turbines in all battleships and armored
crulsers, holding that the element of
great speed, when neaded, Is of more
{mportance than the mers drawhack of
large conl consamption under ordinary
cruising conditlons,  OQur own Nayy
pepartment  stilll hesltates 1o adopt
the turbine unreservedly, although sey-
eral of the Iater battlgships are equip-
ped with turblines
The main objectlo

n I8 the turbine for
pattleships and large crulsers is the
rge copl consumption  at ordinary
crulsing epeed. To overcome this oh-
Jectlon It hins bheen suggesied that the
turbine  apd reclproceling englines
might be combined, the reclprocating
engines to he usad alone for ordinary =
steamng, and both types of englnca
to be uged when full speed was de-
sired.  One of the trangatlantic pag-
génrer ships at present in service [s]
reported to be so equipped, and ong
of the German Mnes i3 also bullding
p veseel In which both types of en-
gines are to ba combined. . . .

Tt {5 perfectly clear, however ,that If
we desire to sgecure the twenty-cne
knots speed In our blg battleships of
the Dreadnought typs, they must be
cquipped with turbines. A speed less
than twenty-one knots Is no longer
acceptable In a battleshlp, hencs our
naval service cannot afford to take the
risk of an experiment until it has
heen demonstrated as successful In o

1¢ cnstly type of ship, It might be
